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PROSPECTUS. 

This  institution,  conducted  by  the  Priests  of  the  Congre- 
gation of  the  Mission,  was  founded  Nov.  21st,  1856,  and  by 
an  Act  of  the  Legislature,  April  the  20th,  1863,  was  char- 
tered with  power  to  confer  degrees. 

It  is  situated  two  miles  north  of  Suspension  Bridge  on  the 
New  York  bank  of  the  Niagara  River. 

In  sublimity  of  scenery,  it  is  without  a  rival  in  the  coun- 
try. To  the  south,  it  commands  a  magnificent  view  of  the 
Great  Cataract,  Seminary  Rapids  and  the  Whirlpool:  north- 
ward, it  overlooks  the  winding  course  of  the  Niagara  River, 
with  its  picturesque  banks,  and  the  broad  expanse  of  Lake 
Ontario. 

It  is  exceptionally  easy  of  access  from  every  point,  north, 
south,  east  and  west;  it  is  within  easy  riding  or  walking 
distance  from  all  the  railroads  converging  at  Suspension 
Bridge,  and  the  boats  plying  on  Lake  Ontario. 

Located  on  the  most  elevated  point  of  *' Mont-Eagle 
Ridge,"  it  receives  the  full  benefit  of  the  pure,  invigorating 
breezes  that  sweep  over  the  country  from  the  lakes.  The 
salubrity  of  the  climate  is   unsurpassed.     Sickness   so  rarely 
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occurs  that  the  necessity  of  having  an  attending  physician  is 
precluded. 

The  buildings  are  large,  the  apartments  commodious.  No 
pains  are  spared  to  secure  the  comfort  of  students. 

As  the  naipe  indicates,  the  * 'Seminary  of  Our  Lady  of 
Angels"  is  an  ecclesiastical  institution  intended  for  the  edu- 
cation of  aspirants  to  the  Priesthood.  Whilst  our  course  of 
studies  embraces  all  that  is  required  to  prepare  the  youthful 
candidate  for  the  Sacred  Ministry,  we,  however,  deem  it  ad- 
visable to  unite  the  studies  proper  to  a  seminary  with  those 
which  are  found  in  college  courses.  Our  reasons  for  this  are 
the  following: 

First,  because,  in  this  country,  a  priest  requires  a  knowl- 
edge of  things  which  especially  pertain,  not  only  to  the 
Sacred  Ministrj-,  but  also,  to  strictly  secular  and  profession- 
al avocations. 

Secondly,  because  many  j'oung  men,  entering  a  seminary, 
think  they  have  a  vocation  for  the  priesthood,  but,  after  due 
consideration,  ascertaiu  that  such  is  not  their  calling.  In 
fhis  case  the  studies  pursued  in  a  purely  seminary  course  are 
inadequate  to  fit  them  for  secular  pursuits;  hence,  a  student 
may  pursue  his  studies  in  this  Institution,  and,  if  it  be  God's 
will  that  he  become  a  minister  of  the  altar,  he  has  all  the  ad- 
vantages of  a  two-fold  education;  but  if  God  require  his 
services  in  a  secular  avocation,  he,  by  the  same  system,  is 
qualified  for  any  social  position. 
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The  Course  of  Studies  occupies  four  j-ears,  and  embraces 
English  Grammar,  Rhetoric,  Composition,  History  (Ancient 
and  ModernJ,Geography,  Arithmetic,  Book-keeping,  Algebra, 
Geometr}^  Trigonometry  (Plane  and  Spherical),  Surveying, 
Conic  Sections,  Differential  and  Integral  Calculus,  Natural 
Philosophy,  Astronom}^  Chemistry,  Latin,  Greek,  French, 
German,  Spanish,  Mental  Philosoph3\ 

Christian  Doctrine  is  taught  throughout  the  course.

Pupils  desiring  to  practice  for  a  longer  time  than  that  men- 
tioned above,  can  have  the  use  of  the  instruments  by  paying 
in  proportion  to  the  time  desired. 

The  Institution  does  not  furnish  books,  stationery,  clothes, 
etc.,  unless  a  sufficient  sum  be  deposited  with  the  Treasurer. 

No  deduction  will  be  made  for  withdrawal  within  the  half 
year. 

Previous  to  a  student's  departure,  timely  notice  must  be 
given,  accounts  adjusted,  and  travelling  expenses  supplied. 

Students  are  individually  responsible  for  medical  attend- 
ance and  medicine. 

Each  student,  on  entering,  should  be  provided  with  six 
shirts,  four  nightshirts,  four  pairs  of  drawers,  twelve  pocket- 
handkerchiefs,  twelve  pairs  of  stockings,  two  hats,  two  caps, 
six  towels,  two  pairs  of  boots  or  shoes,  winter  and  summer 
suits  of  clothes,  one  overcoat,  one  table  knife  and  fork 
(nickel  or  silver-plated),  six  napkins  and  napkin  ring,  one 
table-spoon,  one  tea-spoon,  combs,  brushes,  etc.  The 
full  name  of  each  student  should  be  marked  on  his  property. 
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The  scholastic  \^ear,  consisting  of  two  sessions,  begins  on 
the  first  Wednesday  of  September,  and  terminates  on  the  last 
AYednesday  of  June. 

The  first  session  ends  on  the  first  of  February;  the  second 
ends  on  the  last  Wednesday  of  June. 

Students  applying  for  admission  must  present  testimo- 
nials of  good  moral  character. 

The  epistolary  correspondence  of  the  student  will  be  sub- 
ject to  the  inspection  of  the  President,  or  one  appointed!  by 
him. 

Pocket  money  must  be  desposited  witli  the  Prefect  of  Dis- 
cipline. No  advance  will  be  made  beyond  the  deposit.  Students 
present  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  September,  will  have  the 
choice  of  the  sleeping  apartments  in  dormitories  which  may  be 
assigned  them.  Each  student,  on  entering,  will  be  placed  in 
classes  for  which  the  Board  of  Examiners  deem  him  fit. 

A  semi-annual  report  of  each  student's  progress  and  con- 
duct is  sent  to  parents  or  guardians. 

To  use  intoxicating  liquors,  or  to  introduce  them  into  the 
Institution,  is  prohibited  under  pain  of  expulsion. 

The  use  of  tobacco  is  strictly  forbidden. 

In  order  to  secure  propriety  of  bearing  and  neatness  of 
person,  military  drill  and  inspection  of  attire  are  held  three 
times  a  week. 

No  student  is  allowed  to  go  beyond  the  Seminary  bound- 
ary without  special  permission. 

After  morning  prayers,  meditation  and  the  Holy  Sacrifice 

of  the  Mass,  the  students  of  the  Collegiate  Department  retire 
to  the  Study  Hall. 
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The  Rosary  is  daily  recited  by  all  in  common. 

Evening  prayers  in  chapel  terminate  the  exercises    of  the 

day. 

Perfect  silence  is  observed  from  this  time  until  after  break- 
fast, next  morning. 

Students  aioproach  the  Sacraments  once  every  two  weeks, 
and,  oftener,  if  their  directors  deem  proper.  All  festivals  of 
the  year  are  solemnized  in  the  most  impressive  manner,  an 
edifying  feature  of  which  is  the  reception  of  Holy  Communion 
by  all  the  students. 

The  whole  religious  training  is  such  as  to  impress  upon 
the  student  the  obligations  of  rendering  religion  not  only 
practical,  but  even  an  essential  part  of  his  daily  business. 
This  is  effected,  however,  without  enforcing  anything  that 
would  cause  disgust  or  hypocris3\  The  intention  is  to  make 
each  one  feel  it  a  duty  to  be  faithful  in  his  religious  practices, 
without  bein^  compelled  thereto  by  any  disagreeable  influ- 
ence. 


This  society  was  organized  on  the  feast  of  the  Epiphan^^ 
187  0.  Its  object  is  to  make  reparation  to  Our  Blessed  Lord, 
in  the  Most  Holy  Sacrament,  for  the  injuries  and  insults  He 
has  received  therein.  Tlie  perpetual  adoration  is  kept  up  by 
two  students  remaining  in  turn  a  quarter  of  an  hour  before 
the  altar,  each  day.  This  is  so  arranged  as  not  to  interfere 
with  any  studies  or  classes.  They  are  also  iustructed  to  pra}^ 
during  this  adoration,  for  the  conversion  of  sinners,  espe- 
cially for  those  whose  salvation  thay  may  be  called  to  pro- 
mote. This  society  is  under  the  special  direction  of  the 
Rev.  Superior.

The  Seminarians  must  make  a  thorough  course  of  Dog- 
matic and  Moral  Theology,  Canon  Law,  Sacred  Hermeneu- 
tics,  Exegesis,  Ecclesiastical  History,  Homiletics,  Rubrics 
and  Gregorian  Chant.  Sermons  on  Dogmatic  and  Moral 
subjects  are  delivered  semi- weekly  by  the  Theologians,  dur- 
ing their  whole  course.  There  is  a  course  of  German  Homi- 
letics, once  a  week,  for  those  who  wish  to  attend. 

The  text-books  used  in  the  Seminarians'  department  are: 
Perrbne,  Praelectiones  Theologicae  in  Compendium  Re- 
dactae;  Koniugs,  Theologiae  Moralis  S.  Alphonsi  Compend- 
ium; Devoti,  Institutionum  Canonicarum;  Sanseverino; 
Holy  Bible;  Alzog,  Universal  Church  History;  Janssens, 
Hermeneutica  Sacra;  Sacred  Rhetoric;  Ceremonial,  Balti- 
more Edition;  Rituale  Romanum;  Mohr,  Manual  of  Sa- 
cred Chant,  and  Rules  of  the  Seminarians. 

The  philosophical  course  req[uires  one  yiear,  during  which 
the  Philosophers  recite  twice  a  daj^;  they  must  thoroughly 
study  the  whole  course  of  Mental  Philosoph}^  comprising 
Logic,  Metaphysics  and  Theodicea.  Besides  studying  Phi- 
losophy, they  are  required  to  attend  regular  classes  of  Homi- 
letics, Sacred  Hermeneutics,  Exegesis,  Church  History, 
Ceremonies  and  Gregorian  Chant. 

The  following  are  the  regulations  in  regard  to  the  Semin- 
arians' religious  practices :  All  rise  at  5  o'clock  A.  M. ,  and, 
after  twenty-five  minutes  allotted  to  toilet,  they  go  to  the 
Chapel  for  morning  prayers,  a  half  hour's  meditation.  Holy 
Mass,  and  the  reading  of  the  New  Testament.  Before  din- 
ner and  supper  they  make  a  particular  examen  of  conscience. 
In  the  evening  they  have  spiritual  reading  and  recite  the 
Rosary  in  common.     The  exercises  of  the  day  are  concluded 
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by  evening  prayers,  after  which  all  retire.  They  are  required 
to  approach  the  Sacraments  at  least  once  a  week,  and  on  the 
principal  festivals.         ! 

The  scholastic  year  commences  on  the  first  Wednesday  of 
September  and  terminates  on  the  last  Wednesday  of  June. 

Only  to  Seminarians  actually  present  will  rooms  be  as- 
signed on  the  opening  day,  at  5  o'clock  P.  M.  At  their 
arrival  the  Seminarians  must  immediately  report  to  the  Di- 
rector of  the  Ecclesiastical  department. 

Any  Seminarian  not  present  on  the  above  day  will  be  re- 
quired to  bring  with  him  a  satisfactory  letter  from  his  Or- 
dinary. 

No  one  will  be  received  unless  he  comes  well  recommend- 
ed by  his  respective  Bishop  or  Pastor.  If  he  be  from  any 
other  institution  he  must  have  satisfactory  letters  from  the 
President  of  that  instivUtion. 

All  mailable  matter  directed  to,  or  sent  b}',  the  Semina- 
rians is  subject  to  the  inspection  of  the  President  or  of  one 
appointed  by  him. 

EXPENSES. 

The  scholastic  year  consists  of  two  sessions:  the  first  be- 
gins on  the  first  Wednesday  of  September,  and  ends  on  the 
first  of  February,  and  the  second  begins  on  the  first  of  Feb- 
ruary, and  ends  on  the  last  Wednesday  of  June.

Payments  must  be  made  half  yearly,  in  advance.  No  de- 
duction will  be  made  for  removal  within  a  half-year,  unless  in 
case  of  dismissal  or  protracted  illness. 

Each  Seminarian  on  entering  the  Seminary,  must  be  pro- 
vided with  cassock.  Roman  collar,  plain  linen  surplice  and 
biretum;  with  table  apparatus — napkins,  plated  knife,  fork, 
spoon,  goblet,  and  napkinrring,  with  his  full  name  marked  on 
each  article. 

They  shall  also  come  furaished  with  a  sufficient  amount 
of  summer  and  winter  clothing. 

They  shall  be  individually  responsible  for  medical  attend- 
ance and  for  medicines  furnished.
